.Chinese for Affirmative Action 
executive director Henry Der read 
from aletter submitted by another 
Vietnamese Chinese listener who 
was “very sad to hear of the 
programSs proposed demise， 
Noting that there are few activities 
avaijlable to the many non- and 
limited- English-speaking Vietna- 
mese Chinese refugees in the Bay 
Area ,the jlistener described the 
11-year-old program as a “great 
comfort” to _ those' who would 
otherwise be “blind，deaf and 
dumb”in their American envir- 
onment because of their lack of 
English. The program，the letter 
continued, was a vital link to local 
American society，without which- 
many refugees would have little 
contact with local events and 
services， 

Der, speaking for CAA, told the 
committee that of the 175,000 
Chinese ”in the Bay Area， 
over one hajlf live outside the Bay 
Area， (Hon Sing is rebroadcast 
Saturday nights on KAVWEL，a 
factor cited by KQED in their 


original bid to drop the program， 
However， KAVWL has limited 
power，and cannot reach outside 
of the city; even some spots within 
the city may have difficulty 
receiving the transmission.) Well 
over 50 色 of these Chinese Ameri- 
cans are limited- or non-English 
speaking，Der said，citing 1970 
figures， 
OBLIGATION 

Dersaidqd that on the 40 FM 
and 25 AM radio Bay Area 
stations，there are some 8,190 
hours of programming，and -the 
one hour of Hon Sing repre- 
sents a mere 0.01% of the total 
weekly broadcast time， Even on 
KQED，with an average daily 
time of 18 hours，the program 
Iepresents only :0， 7 幼 of broad- 
cast time, Der noted. 

Noting that， on conservative 
estimates， the Chinese- speaking 
population is”，estimated to be 
around 5%，and that KQED 
Teceives in excess of some $5 
million funding from the federal 
government，JDer，stressed that 
Under civil Tights laws， non- 
English-speaking citizens are 
entitled to equalaccess to publicly 


funded Programs，and that bilin- 


gual programming is one way to 
achieve that access. 
“The first and foremost obliga- 


tion is how you serve the popula- 


tion which you are licensed to 
serve. You have an obligation , . 
“It is our belief that KQED js 


doing a poor job of serving :the 
Chinese community. If you cancel 
Hon Sing，you will be providing 
no ,service at all,”Der told the 
committee，Referring to KKQED 
Suggestions that other radio 
stations be approached to air these 
programs，Der warned the com- 
mittee 。 against” telling ”other 
stations what to do，and urged 
KQED to shoulder their obliga- 
tion of serving the entire com- 
munity,， including the Chinese 
and other limited-English-speak- 
ing communities. 

Other speakers underscored the 
ethnic diversity of SFs popula- 
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Keep Federal Staff 
Reductions Fair 


Reduction of Department of Education staff， While re- 
gettable，was inevitable. However, it is crucial that proce- 
dures are carefully followed when these reductions occur， 
to ensure that affirmative action and fairness are maintain- 
ed . 

In the case of Henry Woon, a 29-year employee of the 
federal _ government possessing considerable experience 
with and interest in education programs， such procedures 
appear to have fallen by the wayside,\Why should Woon-- 
with his seniority, experience, interest and favorable evalu- 
ation reports--be dropped， While two recent transfers 一 
both of whom have less than ten years Seniority and little 
experience in education pIograms 一 are Tetained? 


Something appears askew in the reduction in force plan 
used to dismiss Woon. We urge local education department 
officers and those in Washington to investigate the action， 
and we Support the reinstatemient of Henry Woon as an ed- 
uUcation programs Specialist. 


A Little ls Better 
Than Nothing at All 


Public radio programming should address the_ entire 
community it js licensed to serve. San Francisco has several 
substantial limited- and non-English speaking communities 
which comprise an integral part of the greater community 
to be Served. As a public radio station in such an ethnical- 
]y-diverse city, 下 QED should not spurn that responsibility， 
noOr Should_ it, try to urge .the Tesponsibijlity-upon-other 
Tadio stations. 


Despite moving testimony on the need for and effective- 
ness of the*non-English lanmguage programming on 下 QED- 
EM, the radio development committee Still appears UnceT- 
tain as to what recommendations to make. Concern OVer 
producing quality，top-notch minority programiming has 
been expressed; but there ls no_ guarantee that funds could 
or Would be allocated for such staff and reSouUIcesS- 


Hon,Sing has been on the air for eleven years and has 
involved countless hours donated by numerous dedicated 
community activists who are well-educated,，responsible， 
and familiar with community issues and services: 


Yes, it would be ideal for KQED to establish, as a regu- 
lar part of its broadcasting，programs with staff and re- 
Sources to responsibly serve minority and non-English lan- 
guage comimunities. But with the future of public media 
funding supporting existing programming already Uncer- 
tain, ls this really likely?” 

上 KQED should shoulder their responsibility and should 
realize that a little is better than nothing. Without these- 
programs, these communities would have nothing, and that 
would make a travesty of public radio.

Theres a real lack 
of ecommitment,” Woon charged. 


A strong supDorter of the merits 
of bilingual education， Woon 
attends numerous education 
conferences,，often making presen- 
tations On bilingual education and 
education department funding 
TeSOUICes，For Several years，he 
frequently' wrote articles on con- 


ference proceedings, but was later 


asked to stop because the depart- 
ment felt it represented a “con- 
flict of interest.

Johnston Bill 
Seeks Redress for 
Japanese Workers 


SACRAMENTO 一 Assembly- 
man Patrick Johnston recently 
introduced jlegislation Providing 
for salary reparations for Nikkei 
employees fired in 1942. This is 
the first attempt made by a state 
to make amends for actions taken 
against American citizens “who 
were penalized solely on the basis 
of national origin，his_ office an- 
nounced， 

“In 1942，the state legislature 

passed a law that led to the firing 
of all Nikkei employed by the state 
of California. I think it is only 
ITight that the legislature be the 
agencyto make reparations for the 
losses suffered by the employees,， 
Johnston said. 
The state personnel board held 
in 1942 that the mass firing of 
persons of Japanese ancestry was 
necessary to safeguard the “pub- 
lic andq its Property from any 
possible espionage or fifth column 
activities such as were employed 
in the _ attack on Pearl Haibor,” 
However;“not a single act of dis- 
loyalty was committed- by these 
employees，Johnston said. 

Due to the state policy，314 
people lost their jobs. In a_ well- 
publicized action，88 permanent 
employees filed appeals against 
the charges，which were found to 
be unsubstantiated in January 
1947， However，emPployees were 
not compensated, Only a handful 
of people were .able to get their 
jobs back. 和 

“California was a piime mover 
in the relocation action，and it is 
fitting that the state accept 
Tesponsibility for its actions,” 
Johnston said，Under the bill,， 
fired workers would be eligible for 
payments of 8$1,000 for each year 
of work lost, not to exceed $5,000.

一 500,000 of which he 'estimates 
to be illegal 一 cannot be absorbed 
without strife， 

Simpson early on expressed his 
that US immigration 
regulations guidelines should 
reflect ”American values， and 
contends that the sibling relation- 
ship to which the fifth preference 
relates is not close enough :to 
qualify for family re-unification 
consideration. Instead，he favors 
expansion of quotas for persons 
possessing skills needed in the US. 

His proposal would impose fines 
for employers hiring illegal immi- 
grants, The employer would first 
be warned,，and receive a fine of 
$1,000 for the first offense, then a 
$2,000 fine， and - for serious 
violations， injunctions ” and 
contempt citations with much 
higher penalties，the Jovrmnal re- 
ported.

Rewards, Much Hard Work

SAN FRANCISCO 一 The Su- 
perette Market at Haight and 
Divisadero is open from 11 am to9 
pm，Monday through Saturday， 
and from 10 am to 6 pm on Sun- 
day. Owners Betty and Stanley 
Wong are there serving customers， 
stocking . shelves， and “placing 
orders for all but a few of those 
hours every week. 

HOLD-UP  : 

The Wongs spend their early 
morning running errands and 
doing banking and personal shop- 
ping， On top of all that，Betty 
recently assumed the presidency of 
.the Golden Gate Neighborhood 
Grocers Association, a group of 80 
to 100 Chinese grocers，most of 
whom run “mom-and-pop”corner 
groceries in various parts of the 
city， 

The Wongs first went into the 
grocery business in 1968 after 
Stanley, a butcher all his life，was 
unable to _ find work， At that 
time， there were three other 
Chinese-owned stores within a 
few blocks of the Hunters Point 
location where the Wongs estab- 
lished themselves. 

“The man across the street died 
of a beating during a hold-up by 
neighborhood kids,” Betty 
recalled，“Another died from 
cancerbut with many slugs in him 
from being held up so many times， 
and the other got so scared，he 
retired.” After being robbed at 
gunpoint seven times in a 30- 
month period，the Wongs sold 


Featunring 
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out, too， 

All four stores Were taken over 
by Arabs, according to Betty, who 
pointed out that the grocery 
business is favored by new- 
comers because strong language 
Skills are not required,， “That's 
why the generation before us went 
into _ business,” she explained. 
“First the Italians had the grocery 
stores, then the Greeks，then the 
Chinese,， and now:the Arabs and 
Koreans.” 

INTEREST 

“Golden Gate  Grocers was 
formed around 1970 after all the 
killings and hold-ups and rob- 
beries,” Betty said， With the 
assistance of attorney Cordon Lau 
and Carieron House, the Chinese 
grocers joined together to seek 
greater protection from the police: 

“When we made a lot of noise， 
we got more attention，but its 
died down since then,”she said， 
noting that many of the original 
members of the association sold 
their stores out of fear of attacks, 
All members have now moved to 
locations in relatively safe parts of 
the city, she commented， 

The number of Chinese grocer- 
ies has dropped dramatically not 


“only due to concern for safety but 


because of lack of interest on the 
part of grocers children: “All of 
them are educated and interested 
in other things,” according to 
Betty, and those that do stay'in the 
business _ usually ， enter super- 
market management rather than 
groceries，She herself has three 
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children， two of whom have 
masters degrees in business and 


one of whom is a doctor， 

Betty explained that the prob- 
lems of the small grocer are the 
same as those of any other retailer 
一 “pilferage，shoplifting， and 
occasional rowdiness, 

“Of course，with small stores 
you have this buying power 
problem,” she noted. For 
instance,， small stores are chareged 
much more for mik and dlry 
products than chain supermarkets 
are，sSO that “a carton of milk 
which .would cost you 89c at 
Safeway costs us 95.” 


OVERHEAD 

Also，deliveries of milk and 
bread are only made to grocery 
Stores -three ”times a week， as 
compared with five times to Super- 
markets，and the smallest stores 
have to make pick-ups themselves， 
thus costing them time and gas. 

“ 工 want people to_ understand 
why prices are So high at a corner 
store, ”Betty emphasized, “You 
have to look at the other angle 一 
convenience.” 

She also noted that overhead 
has shot up in recent years due to 
increases inutilities,taxes, and 
rent. “Some of us own ouUr Own 
property and don't have to worry， 
but one of our board members had 
his rents raised from $500 to 
$3,000 in five years,” 

“Theres no way to afford that,” 
she added，With the economy 
slowed down,， “you just have to 
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beware and set down your expec- 
tations 一 what can you dopP” 

“Thats the bad part, Betty 
said.“The good part is that 工 m 
Imy Own boss.”Besides her sense of 
independence，VWong also values 
the personal relationships ”she 
develops with her customers， not 
]ike the supermarkets where it's so 
superficial we run on a 
different beat.,” 

SERVICE 

“You get to meet people and 
you feel like youre doing the 
neighborhood a service” by giving 
change，cashing checks，ordering 
Special items needed by customers， 
and even saving them newspapers.

Senior Resource 卫 xchange (SRA)， 
aiid In-Home Supportive Ser- 
Vices (IHSS). 

The ”SET program provides 
vocational classroom training in 
the areas of home health assis- 


_tance and housekeeping to work- 


ers Who are 45 or over，econo- 
mically disadqvantaged，-and US 
citizens or green card holders， 
according to unit director William 
Mak. 

Home Health Aide Training 
PIovides 10 weeks intensive home 
health care training in hospitals， 
convalescent homes and the SET 
training site at Self-Heljp while 
Heousekeeping:Training Provides 8 
weeks”intensive training in the 
field of gerieral housecleaning 
conducted in the SET training 
site, Mak said. 

Wong enrolled in the House- 
keeping Training class and now 
works as a part-time_Home Aide， 
Although she feels the wages are 
rather ]ow, she points out that she 
“is atleast able to have steady work 
in an area she is comfortable with . 

“TI used to work ioning clothes 
and sewing a little， said Wong， 
Who has been in this country for 
27 years and has a 17-year-old 
daughbter to Support. “But now my 
eyes are not SO good. This kind of 
work (as a Home Aide) is okay,” 

IMMIGCGRANTS - 
There are three Home Health 


-Aide and three Housekeeping 


Training courses offered in a year. 
These classes can enroll up to 16 
students per class; however，al- 
most 200 apply for each- course， 
Mak pointed out. 

“Most of the people who 全 
arIe TIecent immigrants， moOono- 
lingual, have no marketable skills， 
and .are_ economically disadvan- 
taged,” Mak explained,， “The 
trainiing Provides those who would 


otherwise be unable to get a job 


some skills to earn a living,” 

After completion of ， either 
training ， course， the ， students 
receive _ certificates from the SF 
Community College District. The 
Health Aides also_ receive certi- 
ficates _ from the American Red 
Cross “and the State Health 
Department. 

With the exception of those who 


drop out of the program for 


personal or health problems，the 
Placement rate js 100 色 ,Mak said， 
Most of the graduates are hired by 
individual empjloyers; very few 
are bired by agencies or compan- 
ies，Many of the Health Aides 
become workers for the IHSS pro- 
gram -which provides the elderly 
with emergency home care Ser-，

Lai Hing Seto,， 48，graduated 
from the SET program as a Health 
Aide three years ago. She joined 
the program after Tecently ar- 
riving from China.“I qidnt go to 
look for work by myself,”she said 
in Cantonese， stating that she 
didnt know where to ”start 
looking， 

CHALLENGE 

“IT was a housewife before (in 
China),， Seto said.“I don't speak 
any English and I dont have any 
skills，It is difficujlt for someone 
old with no' skills to find work，” 
she said，- 

“ Those who finish the courses 
receive job referrals from the SET 
office. They work part-time with 
hourly wages of $3,6l to $4, Work 
schedules， however， can “be 
erratic，and with a recessionary 
economy，work time tends to be 
less, Mak said . 

The SRE program provides job 
referral and counseling for older 
WoIkers， “Not knowing the 
English language is a problem bnut 
not the main problem,”SRE re- 
source developer Gary Lee said， 

“Many who come here are 
farmers or housewives from 
China. The ， average _ age is 
between 60 and 79, The problem 
is many dont have_ skills and 
Sometimes their physical capacity 
decreases.” 


Most of the time, “what they 
are tised to doing China cannot 
be applied in this country,”Lee 
said. Lee first gets the client to fill 
out a form and list three types of 
work they want to do，From 
there; he looks through job listings 
or Phones possible employers 
based on the type- of skills and 
experience of the client,， 

Types of jobs usually available 
are baby-sitter，companion，dish- 
washer, carpet cleaner，gardener， 
mechanic，and kitchen helper, It 
is a challenge sometimes to find a 
suitable job for someone, Lee said. 
“Sometimes they don't even know 
themselves what they can do,”he 
Said 

PRESSURES 

In one case where an English 
teacher from China came in for 
job referral counseling，Lee tried 
to_find jobs in the areas she 


indicated: baby-sitter，translator， 


and nurse, These areas turned out 
to_ be dead ends，EFinally，when 
Lee asked 这 there was any other 
Skills she knew， the English 
teacher said she knew the art of 
TaiChi. From there, Lee was able 
to arrange a position for her at the 
Chinatown YWCA as a part-time 
instructor，teaching Tai Chi two 
days a week. 

“The People were very kind at 
Self-Help,”said the former Eng- 
lish teacher，Ciyi Ye， 55. “They 
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gave me the Support and confi- 
ence 工 needed;,”she said. 

“Many elderly， because they 
don't have enough work hours or 
have family problems，are under 
extreme emotional ”pressures， 
Mak said.“We are also a suppor- 
tive service and sometimes refer 
clients to other social agencies.” 

The discrimination against 
older workers js very subtle，Mak 
pointed out.“Businesses tend to 
hire Someone younger，VWe are 
trying very hard to break through 
this barrier，to Persuade them to 
hire older workers,”he said. 

According to studies， WoIkers 
hired after the age of 40 tend to 
attain higher performance ratings 
within shorter periods of time 
than those hired before the age of 
30. “Peak performance was 
reached between the age of 51 and 
55 in one survey and between the 


ages of 56 and 60 in .another， In 


the same study，older workers 
termid to quit theirjobs half as often 
as younger workes and missed 
fewer work days， 

”ISOLATED 

Most _ elderly need to work 
because they dont have much 
savings，Lee explained，But still 
others，according to job devel- 
oper/counselor Tak Sun Lau， 
need to work just to pass the time， 

“Many elderly are isolated,” 
said Lau.“We talk to them about 
everything personal prob- 
lems，job related -problems，We 
actas a middleman between them 
and their jobs and the outside 
world sometimes,”he said . 

The SET program is funded by 
CETA and monitored through the 
Mayors Office of 了 mployment 
and Training. The SRE program 
also is funded through CETA bnut 
Teceives its funds directly from the 
office in Sacramento， 

Both funding sources are' sched- 
uledtobeeliminated bytheend of 
September， according to Mak， 
Although the Reagan Administra- 
tion has qeclared March 14-21 to 
be National Older Worker Week， 
no _ financial recognition of the 
Droblems facing older workers is 
forthcoming as vital job assistance 
funds for theelderly under Title U 
of the Older Americans Act and 
various CETA programs are elim- 
inated， 

The IHSS program，which is 
funded_ through the SF Com- 
mission on Aging will also lose its 
funding this July.

INCENTIVE 
One such jogging club is the 
Asian Runners Club (ARC). 


Formed four years ago by an 


informal group of eight joggers， 
the club has grown to a _ current 
membership of 85. 

“Were shooting for a hundred- 
plus members in 1982,” Wynn 
Wong, the president of ARC, said. 
“Such a club gets joggers together 
and gives them a ”chance to 
interact and share common view- 
points and goals which is run- 
ning.， Wong added that joggers 
have more incentive to run longer 
distances in a group. 

Wong said there was avitalneed 
for an Asian American jogging 
club because “four years ago there 
was a Chinese tennis club，a 
Chinese ski club, but no Asian or 
Chinese running club. Thats how 
ARC started，The timing was 
right，Jogging at that time was 
becoming more popular as part of 
the American scene,” 

“Unlike tennis and skiing,” 
Wong explained，“jogging is 
accessible. You don't have to buy 
expensive equipment, You can do 
it any time，any dqay. You don' 
have to go to a faraway place and 
find a court as in tennis. Jogging is 
an excellent recreational outlet.” 

EARLY 

For new members, ARC offers a 
Series of activities， Its mair events 
are its monthly runs held from 
March to November，the months 
when the weather is generally 
predictable， 

Depending on the weather these 
monthly runs can have a turnout 
of 40 to 100 people.“We always 
hold them at 9 am on Sundays,” 
he saidq,“so we encourage people 
to get out early.

Chinese Medicine Yields New 
Treatment for Herpes Simplex 


“The problem with the treat- 
ment of Western medicine is that 
the physicians depend on arti- 
ficially-made ，substances (e.g. 
antibiotics) introduced into the 
human body to fight the virus or 
bacteria，When the antibody of 
the disease is absent，they simply 
cannot.handle the problem,”Soo 
Hoo explained. 

The approach of Chinese medi- 
cine is totally different， “We 
believe that the human body 
maintains a balance of yin and 


Yang under normal conditions. 


When disease invades the body, 六 
disturbs the natural balance,”he 
explained. In Chinese medicine， 
the doctor attempts to categorize 
the causes of the disease and stim- 
ulate the production of natural 
antibodies by the patient's own 
System in order to“Trebalance”the 
System ， 

Under the basic hot/cold analy- 
Sis of disease in Chinese medicine， 


herpes is categorized as being a-， 


“hot”disease，prompted by over- 
heating of the liver，and requir- 
ing “cooling”in order to _ balance 
the “system ”again， Soo Hoo 
explained. Accordingly，Ppatients 
are prohibited from eating“hot” 
foods and encouraged to eat 
“cold foods，

“Cold”herbs such as skullcap 
and licorice, are prescribed for the 
Patient,，and“sedation”acupunc- 
ture treatments directed at the 
liver are administered，Soo Hoo 


said，The needles are placed in 


liver points in the ear or on the 
back,， or along the liver meridian 
on the leg. According to S$oo Hoo， 
the acupuncture and herbal medi- 
cines stimulate the production of 
endorphine， which blocks the 
painful burning sensation often 
accompanying herpes; interferon， 
acellular protein which fights the 
virus within affected cells;， and 
white blood cells. 

The successful treatment of 
herpes simplex is but one example 
of the varied uses of traditional 


Chinese medicine and acupunc- 


ture， Last November，S$oo Hoo 
performed acupuncture anesthesia 
to _ stop contraction pains and 
induce delivery after five hours of 
labor in a woman who had
